The words are easier 
sung than accepted and believed. We know 
Jesus, yet we have doubt about salvation or be- 
ing saved. Many are so confident about being 
about live or survive that the need of salvation 
is not very high on our priorities. 

Many of us might to go through an ex- 
perience such as my friend did in Tampa Bay. 
He anchored his boat about one hundred years 
from a little island where a small group of peo- 
ple were picknicking. А1 dove into the water to 
swim around his boat but when he came up he 
was/bout 60 yards from his boat. He tried to 
swim back to it but the harder he tried struggl- 
ed the further was from his boat. His wife was 
іп the boat but she couldn't operate it. He wav- 
ed to the picnic group. They just waved back. 
He was about to give up when another boater 
and waved and yelled. The boater saw his need 
and rescued him. Al was onthe verge of drown- 
ing and he was sved. . А 

Spiritual salvation's-need doesn't come to us 
as clearly as Al's needed of being rescued. It 
takes a real jolt to bring us to feeling the need 
or the desire to be saved. Let's look look at 
three basic positions taken by people today. 
Some have believed they are saved and nothing 
and nothing can shake them from this posiiton. 
Some believe in Christ but say with the fathers 
of boy with a dumb spirit, "Lord, I believe, 
help my unbelief.”

As many as one American in six may fall 
prey to food poisoning in a single vear, the 
Food and Drug Administration estimates. 

Most of the illnesses are mild and «боп 
forgotten. Often an individual's illness is pass- 
ed off as “а stomach virus going around.” But 
some other cases require lengthy recuperation 
and may be life-threatening. Almost all the 
problems — the spoiled vacations and discom- 
fort and the rare deaths — could be avoided if 
people followed a few simple rules, These are 
especiàlly important, FDA scientists say, іп 
the warm months when people plan picnics: 
barbecues and camping trips. 

Few foods are sterile. That із, in almost all 
foods, low levels of bacteria are common and 
unavoidable. Onetrick that gives vou a margin 
of error on picniés is to take along only foods 
with low susceptibility — that are no! good 
hosts — to food poisoning organisms. . 

These resistant foods include scrubbed 

whole fruit, processed lunch meats and pro- 
cessed hot dogs whose preservatives protect 
you when refrigeration isn't at its best, canned 
meats, and canned or scrubbed raw vegetables. 
If^cdirying alotîg raw’ meat or poultry, keep 
them cold and in leak-proof containers until 
grilled and eaten. 
Salt and, to some degree, sugar are preser- 
vatives, so if your diet permits, picrtics are а 
good time for potato chips and cookies or саке 
— but leave cream-filled desserts behind. 

Here are other ways FDA says you should 
proteći- yourself when planning or preparing 
meals, particularly warm-weather picnics: 

* Remember that moist proteins such as 
meat, poultry. eggs. seafood, custards, cream 
pies, potato salads, milk and milk produc! s are 
very susceptible to organisms that can grow to 
«poisonous proportions quickly and therefore 
should be properly. refrigerated. 

* Buy only pasteurized milk, cream, cheese

* Be especially particular to wash not only 
vour hands, but knives, plates and cutting 
boards after their use on more susceptible pro- 
ducts such as raw,meats and poultry before 
they are used to cut up or contact vegetables 
for salads. A good technique is to always use 
one cutting board for raw meats and poultry 
and another for vegetables. This will help pre- 
vent the organisms in the meat, for ‘example, 
from contaminating the uncooked vegetables. 


* Brush-scrub vegetables intended to be 
eaten raw (о make sure no parasite ог germ 
survives from the growing fields or retailer. 

* Make sure when packing a picnic that 
juices from potentially contaminated foods: 
such as raw chicken don’t drain into and con- 
taminate other foods. М 

* Keep foods hot (over 140° Е) or cold (less 
than 45° F) Don't let them "sit" at room 
temperature to-cool. 

* Hard-cooked eggs should be kept cold, 
even ifthey are in the shell. Let the eggs cool in, 
air, пой in water. ` 

* |f you kill wild game, cook it as completely 
as pork. Gut fresh fish and keep them cool, and 
cook them as soon as possible. Be sure you 
don't forage for clams, oysters or crabs in рго- 
hibited or. polluted waters. To be on the safe 
side, especially if you have an impaired liver, 
atoid raw shellfish 


* Ground meat is more perishable than solid 
pieces, so it should be one of the first items 
cooked on а trip. Hamburger should be cooked 
thoroughly. 

"The deadliest food poisoning — botulism - 
is ‘now rare, thanks to modern canning pro- 
cedures. Home canners of vegetables-should 
follow safe canning instructions carefully.
